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HEADMASTER’S REPORT TO THE SUPERIN- 
TENDENT AND SCHOOL BOARD 


The total enrollment of the Senior High School to 
date is 84, exactly double that of seven years ago. With 
the exception of last year, when the enrollment was the 
same as the year before, we have had an increased en- 
rollment each year since 1929. 


Of the 84, 44 are from Raymond, 20 from Chester, 
6 from Deerfield, 6 from Candia, 3 from Sandown, 2 
from Nottingham, and 1 each from Freemont, Lee and 
Brentwood. 


The total enrollment of the Junior High School is 
31; all are from Raymond. 


The Senior class is the largest in the history of the 
school, totaling 23. The largest previous class was that 
of 1932, totaling 21. Incidentally, 6 members of that 
class are now in the University of New Hampshire, 
where their record in scholarship and extra-curricular 
activities is such as should make the citizens of Ray- 
mond proud of them. 


The Agricultural department has an unusually 
good record for this year. They won the Sweepstakes 
cup at Hopkinton Fair for the highest combined score 
in judging teams and exhibits, and gained permanent 
possession of the cup offered at the Concord Egg Show 
for the best 5 dozen eggs. 


Paul Raynes, as president of the State Future 
Farmers Association, represented New Hampshire at 
the National Convention at Kansas City. Gordon Tra- 
ver won the State Agricultural prize speaking contest 
and represented New Hampshire at the Eastern States 
Exhibition at Springfield, Massachusetts. The boys 
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also placed a Christmas tree, donated by James Clement, 
in the common, where it was lighted by Andrew Gordon. 


The Home Economics department, as usual, sup- 
plied hot lunches during the cold months. Several or- 
ganizations in town contributed to furnish free lunches 
to those needing this help. 


Several members of the Commercial department 
have received medals and awards for speed and accu- 
racy in shorthand and typewriting. This department, 
in addition to doing much work for other departments 
in the school, has this year published a school paper 
“The Wise Owl.” 


The students and faculty wish to express their ap- 
preciation for the interest and support of the towns- 
people in our dramatics, publications, etc., and espe- 
cially to thank those who contributed magazines to our 
school library and transportation for our games and 
plays. 


The number of visits by parents is still so small as 
to be practically negligible. More of such visits would 
assist in promoting the welfare of the pupil, which is 
the common aim of home and school.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 





To the School Board of Raymond: | 


My seventh annual report deals chiefly with enroll- 
ment and staff of teachers, expenditure per pupil, in- 
creasing the per cent. of promotions, special activities, 
repairs and improvements. | 


Enrollment and Staff of Teachers 


During the year ending June, 1935, the total enroll- 
ment in all departments numbered two hundred eighty- 
three pupils. The average membership for the year 
increased seven per cent. | 


In October of this year two of the elementary 
rooms, with an intended maximum capacity of thirty- 
five children each, had an enrollment of fifty or more 
pupils per room. This necessitated the seating of chil- 
dren in the aisles until opportunity for blackboard work 
‘was cut off and lines were impeded during fire drills. 
These conditions were brought to the attention of the 
State Commissioner of Education, who immediately in- 
creased Raymond’s allotment of state aid by a sum suf- 
ficient to employ an additional teacher and maintain 
another room. 


This school of twenty pupils, selected from Grades 
IV and V, is located in the kitchen of the old home eco- 
nomics building. Miss Catherine E. Dube of Gorham, 
New Hampshire, was elected teacher. Miss Dube was 
graduated from Plymouth Normal School in the class of 
1933, and has since had experience in the nursery 
school of Berlin, New Hampshire. 


With the exception of this addition there have 
been no changes in the staff of teachers.

Expenditure per Pupil 


For the year ending June, 1935, the average cost 
per pupil in the elementary schools of Raymond was 
$98.80 against a median cost in the elementary schools 
of the state of $76.93 per pupil. 


The net cost per pupil in Raymond senior high 
school for the same year was $77.38 compared with 
$99.45, the median cost per pupil for all public high 
schools in the state. 


The maximum legal rate of high school tuition has 
been increased since last year from $70.65 to $75.19 per 
pupil. These figures represent the average per pupil 
cost, of instruction and scholars’ supplies only, for the 
preceding year in all public high schools of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Increasing the Per Cent of Promotions 


Last June the per cents of promotion in several 
grades were very low, in some cases below the average 
in the state. In only two rooms could overcrowded 
conditions be held responsible for so many failures. 


In addition to the employment of another teacher, 
four methods of procedure are being followed to im- 
prove the promotion situation: (1) Trial promotions 
have been extended for at least half a year; (2) a com- 
plete record of achievement tests is kept and studied 
for every pupil in Grades V-VIII inclusive; (8) the 
majority of the teachers are making annually at least 
one visit to each home represented by the pupils in their 
room; (4) before a pupil is returned to a lower grade 
the case is reported to the superintendent and investi- 
gated by him. 


Special Activities 


This year in the absence of federal money—except 
for the purchase of a very limited quantity of milk—the 
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Parent-Teacher Association has taken the initiative and 
has secured the generous cooperation of the Woman’s 
Club, Improvement Society, Grange, churches and lodg- 
es in financing free hot lunches for twenty or more chil- 
dren each day. While the number of children demanding 
free lunches is not as large as formerly, the necessi- 
ty in certain cases is just as great as ever. The gener- 
ous assistance rendered by these organizations is deeply 
appreciated. 


Similar appreciation is due the teacher of home ~ 
economics and the group of girls who have prepared 
and served these lunches. 


The regular lunch service, conducted during the 
seven weeks of the winter period, serves daily some 
eighty children and is entirely self-supporting. The 
financial statement for last year will be found among 
the printed reports. 


I would also call to your attention the statistical 
report of the school nurse. In addition to those in her 
report, nearly fifty children have been cared for this 
month at a dental clinic conducted by Dr. Bethell at the 
Raymond school. For a number of these children the 
work was made possible by funds derived from the 
membership fees of the local Red Cross organization. 
This year the increasing value of the services rendered 
by a school nurse of several years’ experience in your 
community was recognized by a special state aid allot- 
ment of money for health supervision. 


Other outstanding aehinities pertaining to the 
High School will be found in the interesting report sub- 
mitted by the Headmaster. 


Repairs and Improvements 


Chief among these was the laying of a new tar and 
gravel roof on the main building. This new roof is 
bonded for twenty years by Barrett Company. Within 
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the district’s appropriation of $400 a heavy coating of 
tar and gravel was also applied to the asphalt roof of 
the recent addition. The contract, including super- 
vision and bonding by the Barrett Company, was 
awarded to A. H. Anderson of Lawrence, Mass., for the 
sum of $378. 


The roof of the old schoolhouse, now used for a 
science building, was repaired and covered with asphalt. 
shingles at a cost less than sixty dollars. 


From the appropriation of $250, made last March, 
a five-foot chain-link fence with steel posts and top rail 
was erected for a distance of three hundred feet through 
the pine grove on the eastern boundary of the school 
grounds. This fence was furnished and erected by the 
Pittsburg Steel Chain Link Fence Company for $236.82. 


In both the boys’ and girls’ basements additional 
coatracks of the ventilated partition type have been 
built by your janitor. Each rack accommodates thirty- 
two children. Eventually individual steel lockers should 
be provided for the use of the high school pupils. 


With the increasing number of children, it became 
necessary this fall to enlarge the sewerage system by 
the addition of an eight foot by ten foot disposal pit. 
This is built of field stone and covered with cement. 


Another year the two old toilets in the boys’ base- 
ment will need replacement. The new type now used in 
the girls’ basement is proving thoroughly satisfactory. 


Mr. Ralph Willoughby recently presented the agri- 
cultural department with a Chrysler sedan. This has 
provided an excellent project for the boys in shopwork,. 
who have cut down a portion of the original body and 
have mounted in its place a truck body built in their own 
shop. Mr. Willoughby’s gift is heartily appreciated, 
since it replaces the antiquated Model T. Ford used by 
the school for five years. 
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Before the serving of hot lunches another year, 
there should be added to the home economics equipment 
a hot water tank connected with the kitchen range and 
a gas heater. 


I am also recommending that provision be made for 
an automatic fire-alarm system of signals, connecting 
the boiler room, chemical laboratory, forge room and 
other parts of the school plant, which in the event of a 
fire would give a distinct warning to all rooms and could 
be heard outside of the building to a distance of fifty or 
more rods. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I wish to commend the efficient serv- 
ice rendered by your janitor in the general care of school 
buildings and grounds, and in prompt attention to 
minor repairs. 


Through the customary punctuality of the school 
buses, and the weekly visits and follow-up work of the 
attendance officer, the teachers’ registers are showing 
a much better record than was made last year. This 
will also aid in increasing the number of promotions. 


I wish you to know how deeply I appreciate the 
willingness with which all teachers have contributed 
time and effort, made necessary by the testing program, 
home visits, and the many other extra-curricula activi- 
ties. 


It has been a pleasure to share with the members 
of your Board the administrative duties of the past 
year.
